Stage  Crafts  Class  Constructs 
Settings  for  Drama  Production 

When  you  see  “Charley’s  Aunt”  at  Monday’s  two 
o'clock  assembly,  you  will  be  much  impressed  by  the  elab¬ 
orate  stage  settings.  These  creations  are  the  fruits  of  the 
labor  of  four  people  comprising  the  stage  crafts  class  and 
their  instructor,  Dr.  Ralph  Fulsom. 


These  four  students — Joan  Setzer, 
[Paul  Heavllin,  Francis  "Bugs" 
I  Williams,  and  Don  Norton — have 
each  spent  an  average  of  six  extra 
hours  a  week  besides  their  three 
Blass  sessions  In  preparing  for  the 
production.  This  average  Is  based 
Ion  a  period  of  ten  weeks;  tho  class 
[started  work  on  the  play  during 
3>e  first  week  of  school. 

Don  and  Paul  did  the  actual  con¬ 
struction  of  the  sets,  and  Joan  and 
|‘‘Bugs,”  along  with  Dr.  Fulsom, 
painted  the  props  and  added  any 
[special  touches  needed  to  complete 
[the  desired  effect. 

New  Flats  Made 
Procedure  for  making  a  stage 
prop  depends  on  the  type  being 
constructed.  Some  flats  used  In 
former  productions  are  used  as 
they  are,  or  the  paint  may  be 
washed  off  and  the  desired  color 
applied.  Since  "Charley’s  Aunt" 
Is  a  three-act  play,  several  extra 
flats  had  to  be  constructed. 

In  making  a  flat,  the  first  step  Is 
^o  make  a  detailed  plan.  Then  the 
frame  Is  put  together  entirely  with 
Screws,  light  canvas  is  stretched 
over  the  area,  and  a  sizing  mix¬ 
ture  is  painted  over  the  surface. 
After  this  dries,  the  flat  Is  painted 
and  any  special  touches  required 
are  applied. 

Elaborate  Costumes  Mado 
New  settings  made  for  the  play 
mo  an  ottoman,  a  large  archway, 
flower  beds,  a  balllstrade,  and  a 
practical  wall  on  which  one  of  the 
actors  will  walk.  One  largo  flat 
representing  the  wall  of  a  living 
room  bears  a  colorful  border  of 
varied  sizes  of  diamond  shapes. 

Members  of  the  advanced  art 
class  drew  the  plans  for  the  elab¬ 
orate  seventeenth  century  costumes 
nod  Mrs.  Theodore  Palmer,  local 
seamstress,  made  the  clothes  from 
the  patterns.  Tails  were  borrowed 
for  the  boys  to  wear  In  the  third 
act. 

Monday  the  play  will  be  present¬ 
ed  especially  for  the  students.  Tues¬ 
day  n  performance  will  be  given 
for  tlio  general  public  at  8  p.m. 


Churchill  Receives 
$1800  Scholarship 
For  Further  Study 

Robert  Churchill,  major  In  phys¬ 
ics,  has  been  Informed  by  the 
Atomic  Energy  Commission  that  he 
has  been  awarded  an  $1,800  schol¬ 
arship  plus  funds  for  tuition,  books, 
travel,  and  other  Incidentals  for 
graduate  study. 

This  award  is  in  the  field  of  nu¬ 
clear  technology  and  makes  it  pos¬ 
sible  for  Robert  to  have  a  choice  of 
25  or  more  graduate  schools  spec¬ 
ializing  in  this  field. 

Robert  will  complete  his  work  on 
tills  campus  at  the  end  of  this  sem¬ 
ester  and  will  begin  his  graduate 
work  toward  a  master's  degree  in 
the  school  of  his  choice  at  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  second  semester. 
Last  summer  he  attended  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Minnesota,  and  at  the 
present  time  he  Is  considering  tak¬ 
ing  his  new  fellowship  at  that 
school.

Col.  G.  Bilby  Dies 
In  Plane  Accident 
On  Armistice  Day 

Colonel  Glade  B.  Bilby,  tho  air 
force  hero  who  dropped  the  first 
American  bomb  on  tho  Nazis  In 
Africa,  was  killed  In  a  jet  plane 
crash  near  Craig  Air  Force  Base, 
November  11,  while  on  a  formation 
flight. 

He  was  an  Instructor  In  the  Nav¬ 
al  War  College,  Newport,  R.  I.,  and 
lived  with  his  wife  and  two  daugh¬ 
ters  at  Newport. 

Many  citations  are  held  by  Col¬ 
onel  Bilby.  Among  them  are  the 
Distinguished  Flying  Cross,  Dis¬ 
tinguished  Service  Cross,  Air  Med¬ 
al,  Silver  Star,  three  Bronze  Clus¬ 
ters,  and  the  British  Flying  Cross. 

Pilots  Bomber 

His  most  notable  exploit  In  World 
War  n  was  that  he  piloted  the 
plane  which  dropped  the  first  allied 
bomb  on  the  Nazis  in  the  American 
push  to  aid  British  General  Mont¬ 
gomery  when  he  had  his  back  to 
the  wall  at  El  Alamnin  before  the 
relentless  push  of  General  Rommel 
and  his  Nazi  Afrlka  Corps. 

Edgar  Kennedy,  famous  war  cor¬ 
respondent,  labelled  tho  Skidmore 
hero  as  "First  Bomb  Bilby.” 

He  led  the  famous  Black  Scor¬ 
pion  Squadron  and  in  one  combat 
series  his  group  destroyed  72  Axis 
planes. 

Camo  Down  Over  Sea 

Col.  Bilby  was  shot  down  later 
over  the  Mediterranean  Sea.  He 
used  his  gaily  colored  scarf,  the  in- 
signe  of  the  Scorpions,  to  signal 
rescue  from  an  American  bomber 
as  It  dropped  Its  lethal  charges  on 
the  German  coastal  strongholds. 

Colonel  Bilby  and  his  brothers, 
Russell  and  Robert,  served  with 
distinction  during  World  War  n. 
They  were  outstanding  brothers 
from  Skidmore  who  served  In  the 
Air  Force  together. 

He  was  graduated  from  North¬ 
west  Missouri  State  College  In  1948. 
He  joined  the  Air  Force  In  1942.

President  J.  W.  Jones,  who  met 
with  26  other  Missouri  and  Kansas 
educators  at  the  Kansas  City  Cham¬ 
ber  of  Commerce  meeting  in  the 
Hotel  Muehlebach,  emphasized  his 
belief  that  the  scarcity  of  trained 
mathematicians  and  scientists  may 
be  due  to  the  fact  that  colleges  and 
universities  are  not  producing 
teachers  impressed  with  the  desire 
to  teach  high  school  science. 

Consequently,  he  believes,  more 
high  school  graduates  can  qualify 
for  advanced  courses  in  mathema¬ 
tics  and  science  In  colleges  and 
universities  if  their  teachers  are 
impressed  with  the  Importance  of 
teaching  high  school  science. 

The  meeting  was  held  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  two  national  organiza¬ 
tions,  the  National  Advertising 
Council  and  the  Council  for  Finan¬ 
cial  Aid  to  Education.  The  organ¬ 
izations  are  pushing  the  support  of 
higher  education  in  this  country.

Workers  to  Finish 
Repairs  on  Heating 

Repairs  on  the  heating  system  in 
the  Administration  building  and  on 
pipes  leading  to  It  are  gradually 
being  completed,  reports  Mr.  Lon 
Wilson,  Dean  of  Men. 

Because  of  the  \mexpccted  cave- 
in  of  the  south  wall  of  the  tunnel 
through  which  the  steam  pipes  run 
between  the  Administration  build¬ 
ing  and  the  power  plant,  the  wall 
Is  being  replaced.  The  size  of  this 
tunnel,  about  58  inches  wido  by  6 
feet  4  inches  high,  would  enable  a 
person  to  walk  from  the  power 
plant  to  the  main  building  through 
it. 

Originally  a  0-lnch  steam  pipe 
ran  from  the  power  plant  through 
the  tunnel  and  through  the  main 
building  to  heat  the  Quads,  the 
Horace  Mann  building,  the  gym¬ 
nasium,  and  the  Union.  A  12-inch 
pipe  was  used  to  heat  the  main 
building. 

These  two  pipes  are  being  re¬ 
placed  by  one  now  8-inch  pipe.  The 
new  pipe  will  have  about  twice  the 
pressure  forced  through  it  that  was 
forced  through  either  of  the  old 
pipes. 

Repairing  and  replacement  of 
heating  and  plumbing  fixtures 
throughout  the  Administration 
building  Is  also  being  carried  on. 
Mr.  Wilson  asks  for  everyone  to 
have  patience  with  the  present 
heating  system,  as  the  new  one 
will  be  in  service  as  soon  as  possi¬ 
ble. 

Staff  Refinishes 
Gymnasium  Floor 

Students  who  use  the  gymnasium 
have  a  newly  refinished  floor  to 
which  to  play  basketball  and  other 
games  and  on  which  to  do  exer¬ 
cises. 

Refinishing  the  floor  was  done  by 
the  maintenance  staff.  The  floor 
was  washed  with  water  for  a  sani¬ 
tary  purpose  and  to  help  prevent 
players  from  slipping.  Then  a 
gloss  finish  was  put  over  the  clean 
floor. 

"That  floor  had  not  been  refin- 
isbed  since  last  year.  Dances  and 
other  activities  had  been  held  to 
the  gym,  and  the  floor  was  getting 
rather  scuffed  and  dirty,”  re¬ 
marked  Dr.  H.  D.  Peterson,  direc¬ 
tor  of  men’s  physical  education. 
"Another  reason  for  refinlshing  the 
floor  is  the  new  rule  in  basketball 
which  calls  for  a  12  foot  lane.” 

Not  only  the  basketball  teams  but 
also  intramural  sports,  physical  ed¬ 
ucation  classes,  and  other  organi¬ 
zations  in  sports  will  hold  their 
activities  on  this  floor.

The  main  Job  of  these  65 
musicians  Is  to  march  during  the 
halftime  at  the  home  football 
games. 

Play  at  Rallies 

With  their  music,  members  of 
this  group  provide  part  of  the  pep 
at  pep  rallies  scheduled  during  the 
year.  One  duty  is  to  march  In  the 
Homecoming  parade,  for  which 
special  practices  are  called.  AXLer 
football  season  is  over,  the  march¬ 
ing  band  will  begin  strictly  concert 
work,  except  for  serving  as  pep 
bands  at  the  basketball ,  games.

He  tells  the 
group  what  they’re  to  do  on  the 
field  and  when  to  do  it  and  he 
drills  them  on  the  fundamentals 
that  go  into  making  the  routines.

At  least  a  month’s  work  was 
completed  in  one  week  when  a 
marching  camp  before  the  start 
of  this  semester  was  attended  by 
47  members.  The  band  includes 
four  majorettes,  Karen  Howard, 
Jody  Newcomer,  Mary  Edwards, 
and  Judy  Johnson,  and  a  flag 
swinger,  Marilyn  Miller.  Flag 
swinging  is  an  old  Swiss  art  form 
in  which  a  flag  Is  attached  to  one 
end  of  a  baton  that  is  twirled. 

In  addition  to  campus  duties,  the 
bond  performs  extra  services  for 
Maryville  and  the  surrounding  com¬ 
munities  when  called  upon.  No¬ 
vember  8  the  band  played  for  the 
dedication  of  the  new  American 
Legion  Building.
